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FARM  YOUNG  PEOPLE'S  WEEK 


During  the  week  of  June  21st.  to  26th, 
1965, the  47th  Annual  Farm  Young  Peo- 
ple's Week  was  held  at  the  University  of 
Alberta,  Edmonton.  This  year  one  hundred 
and  one  Farm  Young  People  from  all 
parts  of  Alberta  attended  the  week  long 
session  co-ordinated  by  the  Department 
of  Extension.  This  year  the  Agricultural 
Institute  of  Canada  Convention  in  Van- 
couver fell  on  the  same  dates  making  it 
necessary  that  Mr.  Alf  Petersen,  Di- 
rector of  Farm  Young  People's  Week  be 
absent  from  the  session.  Colonel  E.W. 
Cormack  then  assumed  duties  of  Director. 
Colonel  Cormack  retired  last  year  after 
many  years  with  the  Department  of  Ex- 
tension and  much  experience  with  Farm 
Young  People's  Week.  The  Staff  this  year 
was  provided  by  the  Alberta  Wheat  Pool, 
United  Grain  Growers,  Farm  Women's 
Union  of  Alberta,  Department  of  Exten- 
sion University  of  Alberta,  Alberta  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  and  U.F.A.  Co-op. 
In  previous  years  Farm  Young  People's 
Week  began  on  Tuesday  and  ran  for  ten 
consecutive  days.  This  year  the  time  was 
changed  to  begin  on  Saturday  and  run 
through  the  week  to  the  following  Sat- 
urday. From  the  evaluation  of  the  stu- 
dents attending  Farm  Young  People's 
Week  it  would  be  safe  to  say  the  stu- 
dents enjoyed  the  week  of  classes,  field 
trips,  tours,  recreation  and  acquaintance 
with  University  life.  The  students  were 
housed  in  the  new  Lister  housing  com- 
plex. The  U.F.A.  Co-op  as  in  past  years 
presented  prizes  for  the  public  speaking 
contest.  Winner  of  1st.  prize  this  year 


was  Carol  Bamford  of  Midnapore.  Carol 
won  over  nine  experienced  speakers 
entered  in  the  contest. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the  week  was 
the  North  South  sports  competition.  In 
past  years  the  competition  was  a  softball 
game,  but  this  year  it  was  felt  with  the 
large  number  of  students  attending  and 
the  relatively  few  taking  part  in  a  soft- 
ball  game,  a  Volleyball  Tournament  in- 
cluding everyone  should  be  held.  The 
night  was  a  success  and  the  Northern 
players  proved  themselves  superior  in 
Volleyball  competition. 

The  week  was  climaxed  on  Friday  eve- 
ning with  a  formal  banquet.  Dr.  Bentley, 
Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  Agriculture  ad- 
dressed the  students  at  this  banquet. 
Following  the  banquet  the  last  ounce 
of  steam  was  taken  from  the  students  at 
the  wind-up  dance.  A  very  good  orch- 
estra was  selected  for  the  occassion 
and  the  students  enjoyed  themselves 
through  a  round  of  square  dances  called 
by  Colonel  Cormack.  Other  steps  in 
eluded  Gold  Eye  Lake  shuffles,  two- 
steps,  fox  trots,  waltzes,  polkas  and  a 
new  dance  invented  at  this  Farm  Young 
People's  Week  called  a  "Ring-of-Fling". 

We  hope  that  through  this  association 
with  the  University  of  Alberta  many  of 
the  top  students  attending  Farm  Young 
People's  Week  will  be  influenced  to 
continue  their  study  after  completion  of 
high  school.
